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PREVENTION OF INTEMPERANCE 


ANNUAL MEETING OF IRISH 
ASSOCIATION. 


The annual meeting of the Irish Association | 
for the Prevention of “Inte mperance wag held - 


7 Ely place, Dublin, on Friday evening , Mr. 
H. Varian presiding. 

The annual report dealt. with temperance 
reform during the year 1919, referring to 
rohibition in America and brewing regulations 
in Great Britain and Ireland, and gave au 
account of the operations of the Association in 
that period. ‘“‘ The trade,” it added, “ now 
stood in very wholesome dread of Mr. W. E. 
Johnson (‘ Pussyfoot ). The Temperance 
Education Board in 1919 organised examina- 
tions h. eighty different centres, in. which 5,248 
children took part, and of these 2,950 obtained 
over 50 per cent. marks, The Church Ten- 
erance Bociatios were very badly supported 
inancially, and the financial-state of tbe 
ciation was éerious. At the end.of (October | 
the amount due to the bankers amounted to 

10d., and, unless subscriptions were 
increased by ‘about £100 a year, the Associa- 
tion must very much curtail its work.” 

The Chairman proposed that the report be 
adopted, and said tha it was a 
greab pity that the Government nad 
not made the reduced amount of aleohol per- 
mitted in brewing permanent. The Asesocia-~ 
tion was faced with a great debt and a small 
income, and he suggested that temperance 
societies that had not afliliated with the Asso- 
ciation should do so and aid it financially. 

C.C.., seconded the 
motion, and said that the Association had the 
machinery for doing good publie temperance 
work, and it knew how. to use that machinery.

Saar songs as Imperial Chancellor and 
Foreign Minister. Fighting continues at 
Wesel, but the Government troops are said 
to be in control. It is announced that an 
Independent Republic of Westphalia may | 


shortly be proclaimed. 


The soldiers and police searched several 
houses in Dublin Ea eer em morning 
and made some arrests. Amongst those 
taken into custody were Mr. Laurence 
Ginnell, M.P., and Mr. Philip Shanahan, 
M.P. Searches and arrests were also 
made in some parts of the country. 
At the inquest on Mr. Alan Bell in 
blin on ay a man who was driv- 
ing a car on Merrion road said that he 
saw Mr. Bell being dragged from the tram 
by a number of men, some of whom fired 
at him. There were ten or twelve men 
around the victim at the time, and all of 
them appeared to have revolvers. He de- 
scribed them as young and respectable- 
The jury found that death was 
due ‘to a bullet wound in the head, and 
they expressed their abhorrence of the 
crime. ' 


James M'Carthy, aged 25, a baker, was 
shot dead in his house at Thurles on Satur- 
day morning.. Responding to a bang at 
the door, M'Carthy appeared, and he was 
fired at by two men and killed. His. 
assailants escaped. 
The police have been “unable to discover | 
the identity of the man who was found 
murdered in a field near Newcastle West 
on Friday. Three bullets appeared to 
have pierced his heart, and a handker- 
chief had been tied tightly over his eyes 
and another around his wrists.

The United States Navy. 


For the first time in half a century the 
sum voted by the United States for the 
upkeep and enlargement of its Navy ex- 
ceeds the amount allotted by Great Britain 
for the same purpose. Those actively con- 
cerned in the matter make no secret of 
their intention that in the near future the 
United States shall have a fleet which will 
equal, if it does not actually surpass, that 
of the Island Kingdom. Persons who 
derive satisfaction from international ex- 
cursions and alarms may profess to see in 
this episode the germs of Armageddon, 
The thoughtful citizen, if the matter 
strikes him as having any significance at 
all, will say, “ Why not?” It is customary 
to assume that navies necessarily are 
built “against’’ some other nation, and

that is the truth. The fundamental fact, 
however, is that nations, particularly 
young nations like the United States, 
desire imposing naval armaments because, 
in addition to being fascinating and 
romantic toys, they are pleasing reflec- 
tions of the height and prosperity of the 
nation that owns them.

the outbreak of the war, in 1914, the 
American naval authorities “put their 
shirt,” as the saying is, on Germany. They 
advised the President time and again that 
Germany had won the war, and that it 
was all over except the shouting. At least 
one American admiral at that time was a 
fall-blooded Prussian, born and bred in 
Germany, and in his case the wish may 
have been father to,the thought. 

Even after the United States had declared 
war on Germany there was a tendency on 
the part of the United States Navy Depart- 
ment+—if Admiral Sims is to be believed— 
to allow anti-British sentiment to em- 
barass the close co-operation that the situa- 
tion demanded. It is clear, however, that 
the professional rivalries of a few elderly 
naval men can no more estrange the two 
great English-speaking nations than can 
the antipathies of Irish-American and 
German-American politics, if the mass of 
citizens in each country is determined that 
mutual good-will must be the basis of their 
international relations. What the world 
needs badly at the present moment is a 
country that is prepared to testify to its 
faith in the League of Nations by some 
overt act involving the reduction of its 
ability to strike at its potential enemies. 
No nation is in a better position to do this 
than Great Britain, and no nation can 
better apply the money so saved to con- 
structive, as opposed to destructive, effort. 
A comparatively large Army we must have 
for mahy years to come, if we are to per- 
form our international obligations and 
compel our beaten enemies to live up to 
theirs. Great fleets we do not now need 
any more than the United States needs 
them, and, unlike the United States, we 
cannot afferd them. The proud traditions of 
the Navy can well be preserved by strict 
attention to quality rather than to quan- 
tity. A great war between any Powers— 


States—is out of the question for another 
twenty years. By that time the Armadas 
of to-day will all be ready for the scrap- 
heap. What a pity, then, to waste the 
money ! 


A Bolshevist Offensive. 


During the war the advent of spring 
used to cause a great fluttering in the 
dovecotes of the rumour-mongers. The 
disappearance of winter was the signal for 
everybody to prepare for the “ great offen- 
sive.’’ The declaration of peace seems in 
no way to have damped the enthusiasm of 
the prophets. This year the “ offensive” 
is expected in Russia, where all sorts of 
terrible things are scheduled to happen.

The Bolsheviks are stated to have per- 
fected their plans and to have decided to 
put them into operation within the next 
three weeks. A huge army of Bol- 
sheviks, half a million strong, is concen- 
trated on the Polish frontier. The Polish 
Government has left Warsaw, and Vilna 
has been occupied by the “Reds.” <A 
second offensive is being prepared against 
Rumania; by means of which communica- 
tion will be established with the Italian 
Communists, King Victor’s crown kicked 


Quirinal, and the streets of Rome bathed 
in bourgeois blood. The very extrava- 
gance of such rumours is dangerous. 
Most people laugh at them, and, indeed, 
they deserve no more serious treatment ; 
but the fable of the boy who cried “ Wolf” 
must not be forgotten. Bolshevism exists, 
and its sphere of influence is becoming 
wider day by day. Herein lies the real 
danger. We do not believe for a moment 
that the Russians contemplate the invasion 
of Italy via Rumania, So far as Poland 
is concerned, Reuter states that peace 
negotiations between Bolsheviks and Poles 
are due to begin a fortnight hence. Never- 
theless, a Bolshevist offensive, not against 
but against all 
ordered society, is already in being, and, 
if it be ignored, the consequences to 
civilisation will be dire, imdeed. Lenin 
and Trotsky know perfectly well that they 
could not invade Rumania with impunity. 
They know that, although the Allies have 
no wish to contmit themselves to military 
adventures, Rumania can count upon their 
active assistance in case of need, For that 
reason, and believing the Bolshevist 
leaders to be clever scoundrels, we believe 
that all this talk about an imminent mili- 
tary offensive is utter moonshine. 
Recent events in Germany provide a use- 
ful lesson for those who ridicule the sug- 
gestion that Bolshevism is a world menace 
and think that, like caviare or ‘the 
balalaika, it is some peculiarly Russian 
production. It is nothing of the sort. It 
began in Russia, because Russia was the 
first nation to succumb to the horrors of 
war, but it is no more Russian than the 
influenza was Spanish. Every country in 
the world is liable to an attack, and busy 
agitators are at work throughout the globe, 
The strike is their favourite weapon, In 
Germany the Ebert Government called 
upon its supporters fo declare a general 
strike in order to frustrate the plans of 
the reactionary rebels. The call was 
obeyed, but with what result? When Kapp 
was deposed and the Republican Govern- 
ment returned to Berlin it found that a 
large section of the German people had 
“gone Red.” Wherever there is a 
strike there is a danger of Bolshevism, 
just as wherever there is a cold there is 
a danger of “flu.” It is all | very 
well to talk about military offensives in 
Poland, Rumania, and elsewhere, but the 
dangers of “ offensives’’ at home should

export of opium and. 

The American. decision, however, does 
net affect the trans-American ‘morphia 
trade—seven tons of opium go to a ton 
of morphia—between Great Britain and 
the Far East. The stuff passes through 
America in bond, is shipped to Japan, and 


it is smuggled into the interior. Indian 
opium continues to pour into China by 
hundreds of tons, although such import 
has been forbidden by treaty gince 
1916. No regulations, the Correspon- 
dent of The Times declares, will keep 
either opium or morphia out of China 
so long as these commodities exist else- 
where in the world. Britain’s responsi- 
bility and duty in the matter are equally 
clear. The opium vice is “debauching an 
unsophisticated people,” and the blame 
lies with two highly civilised peoples— 
Britain and Japan. The former permits a 
growth of opium in India which is vastly 
in excess of local consumption and of the 
medicinal needs of the whole world; and 
the latter does nearly all the smuggling. 
It is, as the Correspondent says, “a dirty 
trade.” As a Christian country, with a 
magnificent record in the fields of social 
reform, Britain’s conscience and prestige 
demand that she shall strangle it at the 
root by ‘stopping production in India.

Coal Fires. 


In 1916 the Manchester City Council 
appointed Dr. Margaret Fishenden to 
study the problem of coal fires, and the 
results of her experiments are now printed 
for the benefit of the general reader. 
To a large extent they serve to 
vindicate a much-abused institution. 
Dr. Fishenden reports that the efficiency 
of the coal fire is much greater 
than has been generally assumed. In the 
case of an inside chimney the only final 
loss is the heat in the gas which escapes 
from the top. A number of grates were 
tested, with the rather surprising result 
that all were “ much of a muchness.”’ “ It 
has been proved that the supposed great 
variation in radiant efficiency between 
different grates does not exist.’’ Tests 
were made of several preparations which 
are advertised as doubling the value of a 
ton of coal. Disillusionment again! for in 
every case “they had no effect whateve 
on the quantity of heat given out 
to the room from a given weight of 
coal.” Dr. Fishenden suggests that 
future inquiry should be directed to 
the development of some form of semi- 
coked coal at a reasonable price and to 
further investigation of the whole question 
of draughts. It is a “burning subject ”’ 
in the present state of the coal supply, for 
some 36,000,000 tons of fuel are consumed 
annually in domestic grates in the British 
Isles, 


- OBITUARY. 
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MOST REV. OR. DONNELLY. 

We t to ennounce the death of the Most 
Rev. Nicbolss Donnelly, Roman Catholic Bishop 
of Canea, which took place at his residence, St. 
Mary's, Haddington road, Dublin, about six 
o'clock yesterday morning. Dr. Donnelly had 
been in failing health for the past three years, 
but was confined to bed only during the past 
fortnight. 

The eldest son of John Donnelly, a well- 
known Dublin merchant, the late titular 
Bishop of Canea, was born on November 23, 
1837, and was educated at St. Vincent's, Casile- 
knock, a seminary in whose welfare he took a 
lifelong interest, and the Irish College at Rome, 
where he took Holy Orders, In 1861 he began 
his long career of ecclesiastical usefulness as 
Curate of St. Nicholas’s, Francis street, Dublin. 

n 1864 his services were transferred to the 
Pro-Cathedral, Marlborough street, and in 1879 
he became administrator of St. Andrew's. From 
this period his progress was rapid. In 1882 he 
was appointed parish priest of Rathirer, and in 
1894 parish priest of Bray. Durimg the memor- 
able storm of 1903, the little corrugated-iron 
church at Greystones was blown into the sea. 
and a poor congregation was left without a 
place of worship. ‘termining that a new 
church should be built without delay, he went 
out boldly on a mission of appeal to Dublin and 
elsewhere, and the present Greystones Church 
was built. From first to last there was hardly 
a parish with which the late Bishop was as- 
aociated where the ecclesiastical edifice and its 
attendant school were not left in sounder con- 
dition than he had found them. In 1883 he was 
appointed Bishop Auxiliary of Dublin, with the 
titular See of " 

On the death of Dean Walsh, of Kings 
town, in 1902, Pope Leo XIII. appointed 
Dr. Donnelly to the coveted posi of 
Dean of the Metropolitan Chapter of Dublin. 
Following this came, in 1904, his appointment 
as Parish Priest of St. Mary's, Haddi 
road, Dublin, where he spent 
his days. His passion for Palestrina music was 
exemplified by his establishment there of a boys’ 
and men's choir for its proper rendering. 
from his ecclesiastical and social duties, the late 
Bishop had interests in other directions. He 
was a Vice-President of the Royal Society of 
Antiquaries of Ireland, and took something 
more than a mere academic interest in its 
workings. He made considerable research into 
the old parochial records of Dublin and its en- 
virons, publishing the results from time to time 
in a series of pamphiets. His life-long interest 
in church music manifested itself in divers ways. 
In 1870 he founded the Cecilian Society, and 
established in connectfon therewith a short-lived 
monthly journal called the Lyra Ecelesiastica. 
Besides many articles of musical criticism he 
also published an Enclish translation from his 
own pen of Haberl’s Magister Choralis, & 
book of technical instruction issued at Ratisbon 
forty years ago.

It 
is clear now that the six counties, not the 
nine, must be the basis of this parallel 
autonomy. Next, where the unity of all 
Ireland can only be promoted later by 
voluatary means, and can only be retarded 
by force, nothing is gained by refusing to 
make the security of Ulster absolute. 
Both sides must, therefore, have a veto on 
the proceedings of the Joint Council.’’

The Coroner said that the inquiry had refer- 
ence to the death of Mr. Alan Bell, who was a 
Resident Magistrate for the County ot J )ublia, 
and who resided at Belgrave square, Monke- 
town. Mr. Bell had recently been engaged on 
what he (the. Coroner) might describe as quasi- 

litical work in connection with his office, and 
his, apparently, was sufficient to mark him 
down for destruction. On Friday morning Mr. 
Bell was proceeding from his residence to the 
city in a tramcar, when at a point te 
Simmonscourt road, on the Merrion , the 
car wae entered by some persons, who dragged 
him forcibly from the car, put him outside 
upon the road, and had several revolver shots 
fired into him. Death was practically instan- 
taneous, and Mr. Bell’s body was removed to 
thie hospital, where life was pronounced to be 
extinct. It was a very shocking and terrible 
tragedy, “and, perhaps,” continued the 
Coroner, “I am not. outstepping my duty in 
saying that one is appalled that such a state of 
things could obtain in broad daylight on a 
public thoroughfare, and in a public convey- 
ance bringing this gentleman into the city. I 
believe that none of the persons who committed 
this outrage will be identified before you, and 
that we will not be able to give you any facts 
beyond those by which death was brought 
about.”
